Long before he saw 1 the il>side of a 
movie studio, Robert Mostly (Guy's 
real name), was a Strapping westerner 
himself—bom, raised and schooled in 
Bakersfield, California, where his dad 
was a machinist. One of five children, 
he was "...a skinny kid and the most 
ornery one In Bakersfield," with a Dove 
for hunting and fishing and a yen for an 
outdoor life of travel.
